The Fluctuations of Pulse Varied 
During Friday Night from 
116 to 130. 


Saturday Morning the Case 
Had Resumed Less Omi- 
nous Symptoms.

Ensued, Carrying Pulse to 120 
and Respiration to 24, 


At 5:30 p. m. Exhaustion Had Come on

THE ATTACK. 


HOW BLISS CAME TO HEAR OF IT. 
Special Dispatch to The Cricagd Tripune 


Lone Brancn, Sept. 17.—At 4 o’clock this 


morning Dr. Bliss was sitting behind me 


open fire in Private-Secretary Brown’s room, 
talking in his usual affable and cheerful way 
to a group of reporters and chance visitors, 
always quick to notice and publish the en- 
couraging features of the case. He had been 
commenting upen the rather better look of 
the wound, and the amelioration of the lung 
trouble. As he arose to return across the 
railroad treak upon the lawn to the adjacent 
Francklyn cott c he saw a messenger 
hurry out towards him, He advanced 
quickly to meet him, and as- he did 80 
DR. BOYNTON CAME RUNNING OUT 
of the house on apparently the same urgent 
errand as the messenger. The three met on 
the lawn, and rapidly returned to the cottage 
in company. The reporters, on the alert for 
news, observed the incident, and some of 
them waited fer a considerable time to find 
out its signification, but an hour elapsed 


without atry report coming from the sick-. 


room, and the reporters concluded that the 
call on the doctor had been merely one of 
those routine incidents which are of no pub- 
lie consequence. One of them improved the 
hour of waiting by writing out a 
A CHEEKFUL SURVEY OF THE DAY 

for the follo¥ting morning’s newspapers. 
The loiterers oi the viazzas of the Eiberon 
said to one andher: 

„Today scertis to de an exception to the 
line of bad Saturdays.”’ 

Not only had Dr. Bliss and the bulletins 
spoken in more favorable terms, bat Dr. 
Boynton and Attorney-General MacVeagh 
had described the President’s condition as 
slightly improved, and Dr. Boynton had even 
ventured a hope that the day would pass 
quietly and comfortably. He could not say 
there had been a gain, but the symptoms 
were milder, and, so far as they 
indicated any progress, denoted prog ress in 
an upward direction, Thus, at noon, all was 
tranquil about the cottage. 

NOY SO WITHIN ir, HOWEVER. 
Dr. Bliss had been hastily summoned to the 
patient’s bedside because he was shivering 
ina pysemic chill. The attack of the poison 
was severe and persistent. The rigor did not 
yield for half an hour, and then it gave way 
only to be followed by the usual distressing 
consequence of high fever, profuse sweats, 
and nausea. The pulse leaped up to 138, the 
temperature rose a degree, and the whole 
system sympathized in the disturbance. 
Finally, a few minutes before 1 o’clock, 
A SATISFACTORY REACTION 
was established, the pulse and temperature 
fell, the vomiting céased, and the sufferer, 
feeling a little relief from the culmination 
and passing off of the acute symptoms, sank 
back exhausted and dropped asleep. It was 
not the natural, refreshing sleep of health, 
however, but more nearly the stupor of ex- 
treme debility. His condition now permitted 
the attendants to leave his bedside on duties 
devolving upon them by this new and signifi- 
cant symptom. ‘ 
: DR. BOYNTON CAME OUT 
to find the representative of the Cabinet and 
acquaint him with what had happened. Col. 
Corbin went in another direction on an er- 
rand. ‘The reporters were on the lookout to 
catch the latest item from the cottage. 

* What’s the news, Doctor?” asked one. 

He has just had a rigor,” said Dr. Boyn- 
ton. 

The bad news spread quickly. It was Sat- 
urday after all. 


THE DETAILS OF THE EVENT WERE SOON 
LEARNED. 


-Attorney-General MacVeagh went at once 
to the cottage and ascertained the facts on 
which to base a summons for the Cabinet. 
Dr. Agnew ,came across the lawn to the 
office of the hotel to send a telegraphic dis- 
patch. Both were plied with questions. Dr. 
Agnew is a man of few words, and, as usual, 
said little. He said a rigor bad oceurred, and 
that it was a decided one in character, but 
that it had passed off. and that the President 
was asleep. Mr. MacVeagh entered rather 
more into particulars, and said he fully real- 
ized the gravity of the situation. The chill 
showed 
A WIDE DIFFUSION OF THE POISON, 
and indicated another step in the progress of 
the disease. He sad he. had kept his col- 
leagues of the Cabiaet advised of the Presi- 
dent’s condition, and should now acquaint 
them with the nature and effects of the morn- 
ing’s chill. Dr. Bliss remained in the sick- 
room all the afterndon, and so was not seen 
by the reporter. Dr. Boynton visited the 
hotel and Secretary Brown’s cottage several 
times, and each time he appeared was inter- 
rogated as to the latest news from the bed- 
side. There seemed little to be added to the 
first announcement. The trouble for the 
time being was over, and bad left the patient 
IN NO VERY NOTICEABLY WORSE CONDI- 
TION. : 

Indeed, the first sensatiow had beef, rather 
one of relief. Dr. Boynton was eagerly 
questioned as to the probable consequences 
of the chill, but did not venture a positive 
opinion on that matter. He seemed to take 
a more tranquil view of the crisis than many. 
He said ™ chilis like that of this morning are 
to be expected in cases of this sort. They ac 
company chronic pyemia, and their occur- 
rence does not indicate a change to the acute 
form. This rarely happens.” He appre

encouraged. Dr. Bliss said: I should feel 
encouraged, too, if I knew there were to de 
no more chills.“ That statement is undoubt- 
edly the key-note to the opinions of the sur- 
‘geons tonight. They greatly fear more chills, 
and itis evident from Dr. Bliss’ admisajon, 
that the President’s temperature is now at so 
low a point that he is 
KEPT WARM BY ARTIFICIAL MEANS, 

and that he is closely watched every instant 
for indications of another chill. The ques- 


tion of the day, of course, was to what cause 
be attributed. To this the sur-

geons ma oanswer except to say they 
knew nocause outside of the President’s 
general condition, Dr. Bliss, in reply to 
this question, said: It is very difficult 
to tell what the cause is, un- 
less it is the general depressed 
condition of the blood.

lle has had neither merphine nor opium, 
nor any anodyne, and he has not had quite 
asmuch stimulant today. He has been given 
five and one-half ounces of beef-blood morn- 
ing and evening, by enema. He has also 
taken food by the mouth, beef-tea with pep- 
tonized beef and some porridge. He also 
took halfa dozen Delaware grapes and two 
tine strawberries, grown in a hot-house here. 
He took the porridge prior te the chill, and 
vomited it up with some brandy and water.“ 

“Do you apprehend the formation of a 
pus cavity in the wound?“ 

“I do not think so. 1 belleve that the ball 
is thoroughly encysted. The lungs are in a 
better condition this afternoon.”’ 

Did the President have a chill, or 
ANYTHING RESEMBLING A CHILE, LAST 
NIGHT ?” 

“Yes, before the febrile rise last night 
there was a slight coolness in the extremi- 
ties. 1 think that it was so severe as to at- 
tract his attention. It was, however, noticea- 
ble, and. warm cloths—hot flannels—were 
placed at his feetand limbs. This was about 
6p. m., and lastest fora moment. It was at 
the time we were preparing the bulletin, and 
I had to leave while the bulletin was being 
prepared, because he was complaining of 

PAIN IN THE LOWBMLS, 
and had a movement of the bowels and a 
slight coolness. The chill was not very no- 
ticeable, without one was looking for it.“ 

From this statement of Dr. Bliss, it will be 
seen that at the time of the interview of last 
night, when his despondency was so very 
marked. he had left the sieck-room after hav- 
ing only barely saved the President from a 
chill, although no mention was made of this 
fact in the interview, or in the bulletin which 
had not at the time been issued. It also 
shows that the President’s condition is such 
that the surgeons are closely watching’ every 
moment for another chill, and that they ex- 
pect chills. 

Dr. Bliss was again asked: Was the chill 
today as severe as the one in Washington?” 

No, but it was a chill absolutely, and 
was marked enough to attract his attention. 
I do not know whether he remarked upon it 
or not. When 1 reached him there was 
nothing but the frequent pulse and the cool 
extremities. His extremities were cool for 
The general condition ot 
_his system would be enough te produce this 
chill. The depressed condition of the blood 
would not.” 

What significance is to be attached to the 
fact that 

THE TEMPERATURE 
is about half a degree below normal tonight, 
being at 98 ?” 

Dr. Bliss here made a statement which, in 
view of what all the surgeons have hitherto 
said in fixing the normal standard of tem- 
perature at %.4, or 8.5, must be 
“With 
regard to that view, the belief ot 
many very able physiologists that 
‘normal for temperature in a perfectly 
healthy man will ordinarily represent 98, and 
from that to 98.6 is considered not small. I 
think his temperature is absolutely normal. 
I was a little surprised that it was so low, 
Hut not alarmed about ft, as it was about 
It is not an indication of poorness 
of blood. There was absolutely no febrile 
disturbance at all, but I should not want the 
temperature to go below that. 

J TO THIS STATEMENT OF DR. BLISS. 
tt must be said that the standard of normal 
in the official bulletins has, from the 28 


_ hing, been 98.4. Scores of bulletins can 


produced where the temperature was spoken 
of as normal, when it was 98.4, and above 
normal when it exceeded that figure. An 
examination of a medical chart of the case 
shows that the temperature at night 
HAS NEVER BEEN AS LOW 

as 98 since the 3d day of July—eleven weeks 
ago tomorrow, the fatal first Sunday, when 
all thought that the President was dymg— 
and the temperature has never been 
as low as 9% at noon or in the 
morning. Indeed, a temperature below nor- 
mal and a high pulse are the very symptoms 
which for two months have been given us to 
indicate the approach of a collapse. That 
condition existed tonight at the evening 
dressing, after the chill of this afternoon. 
Dr. Bliss, in fact, seems to have lowered his 
standard of norma! a littie to meet the new 
untavorable conditions. Dr. Bliss continued: 
“The President has taken two suppositories 
of quinine of three grains each today, and’ I 
shall give him another at midnight tonight. 
I give him three teaspoonfuls of -brandy, 
which is a little more than we have been 
giving him.“ This statement shows 

WHAT TREMENDOUS EFFORTS 
the doctors are making to sustain the Presi- 
dent’s vitality, in thé hope of giving him 
strength enough to pass through the crisis. 
He has had beef-bleed by enema, 
Dr. Bliss says, the nourishing power of ten 
beefsteaks. ie has had considerable nour- 
ishment by the mouth, anda large quantity 
of brandy and quinine, which is given as

“What. Doctor, is the nature of the lung

„1 believe that it is bronchial catarrh. I 
have never believed that there was a pus cay- 
ity in the lungs.” 

The Doctor here explained his theory that 
this dullness of the lungs might be caused

made by the ball, and he added that he 
thought the ball might alse have touched the 
lungs, and sald he thought the lung Aiffi- 
culty might also proceed from hepatic eon- 
gestion. He said that the lung tréuble had 
not extended today. . 

“aAND WHAT OF THE COMING NIGHT, 
doctor?“ 

„% J cannot tell, on this condition of things, 
what may happen. There may be another 
chill.“ 

‘* What has been the condition of the Presi- 
dent's mind today?“ 

In the early part of the day there was 
some disturbance.”’ 

Turning to Gen. Swaim who was standing 
near, Dr. Bliss said: “ How is that, Gen- 

ral?“ 
2 Gen. Swaim answered: “I think his mind 
is unusually clear and vigorous tonight. He 
is talking now about matters that seem to in- 
terest him. He has had no mental disturb- 
ances this afternoon.” 
THE WOUNDS. 

Dr. Bliss, continuing, said that the dis- 
charge from the gland was not increased. It 
was diminished in quantity, and there is now 
only one very small pus opening unhealed. 
There has been no sloughing from the face 
today or at any time, as reported, save that 
the other day the core of the swelling was 
taken out. 

„How far does the catheter go in the track 
of the wound ?” 

„don't know. 1 have not noticed today. 
We have had other things to think of, I be- 
lieve the ball is thoroughly encysted.“ 

„Off the whole, do you think the President 
is bétterthan he was last night?“ 

He is better at this hour than he was last 
night at this time.“ 

But the doetor did not add that last night 
at that hour the doctor had left him to talk 
with the correspondents, just as he had bare- 
ly escaped a chill. 

“What means do you use to prevent 
chills ?”’ 

As the period for the chill approaches, 
which is when hgs temperature is low, 

GENERALLY ABOUT 6 P. M., 
we watch him closely, and see that his 
surface is kept warm. We put hot cloths 
about him, and sponge him in alcohol. This 
has been done this afternoon. The night- 
sweats have not returned. ithink that if he 
was allowed to grow cold now, with his 
temperature at 98, there would be danger of 
a chill. He has slept well today. It was a 
good sleep, not a stupor. His stomach has 
not refused to take food, except for a mo- 
ment at the time of the rigor. Continuing 
nausea would be a symptoni of another pus 
cavity. 
THE FIRST RIGOR. 

It was ¢ight weeks ago the President had 
his first rigor. Prior to that time his condi- 
tion had been such for thirteen days as to in- 
spire a generat belief in his ultimate recuv- 
ery. Tbe very day before the rigor came his 
condition had been more comfortable than 
at any time since he was shet. Sud- 
denly, without any warning, the President 
was seized with a rigor, or chill. The 
pulse bounded up to 150, the temperature 
wag as high as 104, and the respiration 26. 
The physicians speedily ascertained the cause. 
Pus was confined somewhere, and the pres- 
ence of pus in the system is so abhorrent to 
nature that unless it is speedily discharged 
rigors, sweats, and possibly death will fol- 
low. At that time the-physicians found that 

A PUS-CAVITY HAD BEEN FORMED 
below the rib. An operation was necessary. 
The knife was used by Dr. Agnew. The 
cavity was opened, and instant relief fol- 
lowed. Physicians who have made a study 
of the blood and the diseases to which it is 
liable recognized these rigors at that time, 
not only as indications of confined pus, 
but also of bleod-poisoning. No doubt ex- 
ists that the rigor of this morning 
was caused by confined pus. It. cannot 
be learned tonight wiiether the physicians 
have any idea where the confined bus is. It 
may de in the lung. It may be in the track 
of the wound. It may be a new abscess. Of 
itself, the rigor or chill was not necessarily 
an alarming event. But 

THE REASON WHY IT IS ALARMING 
lies In the fact that it not only shows that the 
biood-poison has not been in the slightest 
degree eliminated since the President was 
brought to Long Brauch; but also 
that an additional corrupting influence 
has been developed. It almost de- 
stroys the hope that the tonic 
of the sea air might vitalize the blood and 
enable nature to throw off the contaminating 
agent. The probability is that the abscesses 
in the lungs are accountable for the alarm- 
ing symptoms of the day. Some of the phy- 
sicians are now of opinion that 

MANY SMALL ABSCESSES EXIST 

in the lungs, similar to those that appeared 
in the parotid gland. Yesterday and the day 
before—in fact since leaving Wash n 
the President has coughed constantly, and 
raised, without difficulty, fhe mucus and the 
pus which gathered in the lung. But for the 
past twenty-four hours he has not coughed so 
much, and raised less foreign matter. While 
many regarded this as a favorable sign, the 
fact is it would have been far bette? if there 
had been more coughing and freer expectora- 
tion. In this case, 

AS IN 80ME TYPES OF CONSUMPTION, 
when coughing and expectoration dintinish 
trouble is likely to ensue. The little ab- 
scesses that are forming all over the lung 
cannot de reached with the knife, as were 
those in the parotid giand. The operation 
that was at one time contemplated for re- 
lieving the lung was given up, partly 
because the President wad altégether 
too . feeble to permit it, but 
principally because it was decided that many 


small abscesses instead of one large one had 


formed in the lungs. It is therefore quite 
possible that nature’s protest at tie PE ma 
ings in the lung led to the rigor today. An 


equal possitility may be formed in the con- 


dition of the wound. Little doubt exists that 
the track has been dammed up for some 


time. 


AND BEHIND rms ACCUMULATION oF PUS 
were possibilities, however, not unlikely.

THE TRADES-UNION CONGRESS,

This was a substantial condemna- 
tion of the Trades-Union Conference 
promoted by the Fair-Trade League last 
week.

‘“‘fair-trade”? movement. The gross incon- 


sistency of the Tory advocacy of protection 
is shown by Mr. Lowther’s following up 
his election on the protection platform 
in Lincolnshire by declaring in Westmore- 
land the other day that the time will never 
come when a tax shall be put on corn.

‘The ‘cor- 
ner’ was originally formed by Mr. Morriss 
Ranger, a large speculator of Liverpool, last 
year, and this spring he bought up all the 
cotton he could lay his hands upon 
at between fivepence and sixpence a 
pound, and has now advanced 
the price to sevenpence half-penny. This 
represents ruin to the bears, many of whom 
are among the largest cotton-spinners. They 
believe that by stopping their spindles the 
corner can be broken down; but, from locd? 
inquiries I have made, I am led to doubt the 
success of this expedient. Mr. Ranger 
can afford to held on to his cotton better 
than the spinners can afford to do without it, 
and meantime he is demanding delivery 
from the bears, who are losing thou- 
sands of pounds on every transaction. 
The operatives, of course, have to bear 
the brunt of the suffering. At Oldham 
alone wages to the amount of £20,000 a week 
have been stopped. If this continues there 
must be great misery, and probably serious 
disturbances, in the cotton districts. The 
press generally denounces Mr. Ranger and 
his corner as a wicked conspiracy, but, as 
a matter of fact, he pitted his capital and 
foresight against other speculators, who 
might have followed his example, but pre- 
ferred betting against him.

HAmBvuRrG, Sept. 17.—The Herald’s special 
says: The active life of the Emperor is the 
subject of general conversation.

He 
went to Kiel on Friday to wit- 
ness the naval maneuvres, and on 
Sunday he leaves for Baden-Baden 
to attend the Carisruhe wmarfiage 
festivities on Tuesday. Then he will take a 
rest at Baden. The Emperor, in spite of this 
enormous work, looks very well, and mem- 
bers of his court say that he never complains 
of fatigue. At Hamburg on Wednesday he 
received a very cordial welcome. 

THE HAMBURGERS 
regard the probable loss of the freedom of 
their city and its incorporation with the Zoll- 
verein with much more favor now than they 
did a few monthsago. The smaller mer- 
chants especially are desirous of a change, 
as they expect a greatly increased German 
trade, hitherto prevented by customs annoy- 
ances.. Foreign merchants will not suffer 
much by the change, in view ot the fact that 
Prince Bismarck proposes contribute 
40,000,000 marks towards building a 
so-called free haven a Iittle further 
down the Elbe, though many persons 
do not see but that the bonded warehouses 
on the Altona side would answer every pur- 
pose.

A VISIT TO MEISSONIER. 


Description of His Home and Studio 
Gov. Stanford’s Photographs. 
Paris Correspondence Sacramento (Cal.) Union. 

As you drive along the boulevard be- 
yond the Church St. Augustin, you will per- 
ceive what is called a private hotel, a monot- 
onous stone building, as far as architecture is 
concerned, but suggestive, as usual, of hidden 
treasures within. This is the hotel and 
studio of the worid-famed artist. Meissonier. 
On ringing the bell, the massive door — 
back as though by aid of invisible hands, 
and on the stone steps lining each side of the 
vast entrance appears a gray-haired man and 
his wife, the concierges; apparently grown 
old in the service of their Mlustrious em- 
ployer. They direct you to the large glass door 
to the left, leading into a wide hall, where 
you perceive on one side a spacious room 
fitted up as a parlor or reception-room: to 
the right an immense window, extending 
apparently over one entire side of the build- 
ing, and in front of you a broad staircase, 
which as you mount suggests that of 
some regal residence or of a public 
monument. At the head of the stairs 
you enter a large room--a very large room 
—with lofty ceilings, painted walls, and sun- 
light enterine from windows above. At 
the extreme end of the room opposit the door 
is a platform, which has undoubtedly been 
occupied by models, but which at present is 
abandoned to stray armor, to pieces of gay- 
colored damask and satin, other miscel- 
laneous objects. Between the platform and 
the door is a large statue of a nymph, by an 
Italian, while on the platform is a statuet 
in bronze of the renowned painter by 
the same artist. He is represented as 
he looks these late years, and holds in his 
hands both palet and brush. Oneone side 
of the room is a grund piano, which, to 
judge from the numerous objects covering 
t, serves somewhat as a table. Its presence 
and the size of the room suggest a concert- 
hall, the more so that around the walls are 
sofas and chairs of red velvet with gilt 
frames; in fact, this furnitnre is so 
cabacious and the room so large in size 
that it seems ‘the fit habitation of a 
moderate giant, and my surprise may 
be imagined when suddenly a door opposit 
was opened and an extremely small man en- 
tered dressed in the negli of the studio, a 
palet and brush in his left hand, his long, 
white, curl beard, reaching to his waist, 
and his full black eyes beaming like stars. 
M. Meissonier stood before me, very dimin- 
utive in stature, but expressing in his i- 
tude and manner anything but a conseious- 
ness of his size, and an apparent energy and 
activity not in the least consistent with his 
advanced years. . 

It appeared that the room I first occupied 
is not the studio proper, but a sort of ante- 
chamber to that more important sanetorum 
of the great artist, in which place he’ con- 
fides his most intimate thoughts to canvas, 
and with his delicate touch attains 13 

rfection in the style adopted by old 

loliand masters. In this next room 
IJ found a picture on the easel 
still moist from the artist's brush 
and representing a group of rather 
large figures, a subject differing entirely 
from his usual style. A platform also is to 
be found in this room covering a greater por- 
tion of the floor and strewn with divers ob- 
jects peculiar to all studies, except that there 
were a greater amount ot armor and a greater 
number of miniature horses molded in clay or 
wax. A large window occupying one side of 
the room and reaching from the ceiling pear- 
ly to the floor furnished the appreciated 
light, but which on this June day rendered 
the atmosphere so warm that 1 sought with 
pleasure the cooler air of the adjoining 
room.

There is also a very 
fine picture reece the celebrated 
artist's studio at Passy. where, with his fam- 
ily, he spends the summer and a great por- 
tion of the winter. I remarked the portrait of 
his wife and daughter taken together,and both 
faces exceedingly expressive, while the fami- 
ly likeness is very striking. There is also the 
rtrait of his son, painted by the father, as, 
ndeed, was the other portrait; the son is 
also an artist, and he’is in this picture répre- 
sented as seated at a table in the act of mix- 
ing paints on his palet. Both son and 
daughter are married, the daughter now a 
widow, and the renowned artist is four times 
grandfather. 

I had not completed the tour of the room 
when Gov. and Mrs. Stanford were an- 
nounced. Meissonier is about to begin the 
portrait of Gov. Stanford. But the rendez- 
vous on the occasion of which 1 speak was 
for another purpose. Gov. Stanford for the 
last four years has been preparing in- 
st@itaneous photographs o ofses_in- 
motion. Of the 3,500 views taken 
of his fine trotters, Arabian horses 
and pure-blooded runners, Gov. Stanford 
has made a choice of some 150 views, which 
he has had handsomely bound, and has 
brought with him to Europe. Armed with 
the fruits of much labor and observation, 
Gov. Stanford appeared before the finest 
horse-painter in the world. Meissonier had 
seen already one of the photographs 
and was desirous of examining the 
entire collection. He at first supposed 
that the same sixty photographs on the same 
plate had been taken at different intervals, 
and said to Gov. Stanford that the one posi- 
tion which we invariably perceive with the 
naked eye had been omitted, but when Gov. 
Stanford explained to him that each photo- 
graph had been taken in the five-thousandth 
part of a second, and the twenty-four had all 
been taken successively within thes ofa 
half-second, the bright eyes of little 
man were filled with wonder and astonish- 
ment. How,“ he said, “all these years 
my eyes have deceived me?“ »The machine 
cannot lie,” answered Gov. Stanford. The 
artist would hot allow himself to be 
vineed, and, rush to the other room, 
brought forth a miniature horse and rider 
made of wax and by his own hands. Noth- 
ing could be more perfect, more beautiful, 
than this statuet. The horse was in the 
position of one moving at a slow gait, but he 
explained that he was the first to find this 
posinon, and when he first nted his 
horse so all cried out ‘against him, denying 
that such was correct. However, at the 
present day all horses are painted in this 
same manner. The artist insisted that there 
must exist the position which all rsons 
discern of extended limbs when the horse is 
at full speed, butGov, Stanford explained to 
him how horses were obliged to sustain a 
centre of gravity,and eventually proved to 
him that were the horse in the position he 
described he must necessarily on coming to 
the ground break in two. It was almost piti- 
ful to see the old man sorrowfully relinquish 
his convictions of so many ye tears 
filled his eyes as he exclaimed he was 
too old to unlearn and begin anew.

HOW TO RAISE THE MONEY FOR MORE 
POLICEMEN. 

THE TRIBUNE has repeatedly urged upon 
the City Council the necessity for a greater 
police force. Crime—and especially ruffian- 
ism—commands jhe streets not only by night 
but also by day. Murder and violence are 
common offenses. The want of policemen 
lea ves the greater part of the city without 
any police protection. The Superintendent” 
of Police has not enough men to patrol one- 
fourth of the peopled area of the city, and 
the few patrolmen are so scattered that each 
one carries his life at mercy of the rut - 
flans who regard the shooting of a patrol- 
man as wholly safe. Taz Tristy« has here- 
toforts shown that by the classification of 
saloons and a reasonable ipcrease of the 
license rate of each the revenues of the 
city might be increased so as to meet 
part of the present deficiency, and that, 
too, wifhout making any unreasonable or ex- 


tortionate demands upon the saloonkeepers.

enue from the sale of liquor in this city, 
instead of being the beggarly sum of $182,000, 
may be increased to somewhat as follows:

Twelve hundred saloons at $200 240,000 
Two hundred and fifty saloons at 6500... . 125, 
Six hundred grocers and druggista at $200 120,000

In this estimate we have allowed for 600 of 
the present licensed saloons to go out of 
business because of the Increase in the rates 
of license, but have included 600 grocers and 
druggists, who now sell liquor largely, and 
without any license, and also 150 wholesale 


‘dealers who now pay no licepse. The in- 


crease of revenue will be nearly half a mill- 
ion of dollars, but even if the number of 
dealers who will gv out of business be twice 
as many as we have suggested, the increase 
of the revenue will still be large enough to 
supply the large deficiency in the revenue, 
and enable the Council to add the needed 250 
men to the present grossly inadequate police 
force of the city.

The report of the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion for 1879 has just been received. Owing 
to the slowness of the officials, especially in 
the Southern States, and the difficulty expe- 
rienced in getting full and uniform returns 
from all parts of the Union, these reports are 
very much delayed. The comparisons in the 
present instance are made between the 
school-years 1877-78 and 1876-’79. The sta- 
tistics lose much of their value by the delay. 
The system under which they are collected 
admits of improvement. 

The total school population in the States,

IN ADEQUATE TAXATION OF THE LIQUOR 
BUSINESS. 

The most crying want and most imperative 
necessity of Chicago at this time is for 250 to 
300 additional stalwart patrolmen to make 
the present force approximateiy equal to the 
requirements of the city. The employment 
of these additional policemen is now an im- 
possibility, because the city has no money, 
and the city has no power to borrow nor any 
power to levy taxes to raise the required rev- 
enue. 

To meet this deficiency the city has but 
one legal means, and that is to impose an in- 
ereased fee upon saloon licenses. The pres- 
ent rate of licenses is notoriously con- 
fessedly too low. At is ridiculously small. 
It was fixed a quarter ofa century ago, when 
the population of the city was less than one- 
eighth of what it is now. An increase in 
the rates of saloon licenses is a matter of 
justice and propriety, but a stronger reason 
than this is, that it isa matterof public neces- 
sity. 

There are in this city 3,500 saloons, which 
now pay $52 each for license, making a total 
revenue of only $162,000 a year. It 18 worth 
while to examine what this b@siness is worth 
to those engagedinit. The taxable prop- 
erty in these saloons— that is to say, the per- 
sonal property returned by the Assessors for 
taxation—is very ineonsiderable, and the 
tax paid thereon to the city is so wholly in- 
significant that it may be dismissed from 
consideration.. But all other visible property 
pays taxes. It may be safely assumed that 
the tax puid on all other property is equal 
to one-tenth of its income, and where a man’s 
income from his rents. is equal to $1,000 his 
taxes, general arid special, will average more 
than $100. The saloonkeepers® great and 
small, pay only 852 a year each for all the 
privileges and protection—and they are many 
and costly—which they enjoy. * 

These 3,500 saloons make annually Sales 
ranging from $1,000 to 50. 000 each, hun- 
dreds of them over $20,000 each, and it is a 
low computation to assume that the general 
average, including sales of cigars and other 
forms of tobacco, is $3,500 each, making an 
aggregate of sales of $12,250,000 in the year. 
Their total lieense fees is $182,000! 

The profit on sales of liquors and tobacco 
is extraordinary, as compared with the 
profits on other retail business. The liquor 
at wholesale does not cost one-third of 
what is obtainéd from the drinkers at re- 
tail. The clear profits are well known to 
exceed two-thirds.of the sales. Thus we 
have the annual net profits of these 3,500 
saloons at $8,000,000 a year, for which they 
pay the city the insignificant license fee of 
$182,000! A half-dozen drinking: places can 
be named whose profits amount to more than 
that sum. 

Treating the liquor traffic as a fact, and 
discarding all impracticablo sentimentality. 
we may assume that at least one-third of the 
cost of municipal government ts due to the 
traffic in intoxicating drinks; this cost is due 
to the direct and consequential results of the 
sale of liquor in the public saloons. These 
consequences are the crimé, poverty, and 
wretchedness which afflict society calling 
for police, prisons, hospitals, asylums, alms- 
houses, and other institutions founded by 
public charity... 

We have seen that the saloons of this city 
deal out liquor anmually at a cost to con- 
sumers of more than twelve millions, on 
which the dealer§ reap a net profit of eight 
millions. Is it asking too much when the 
public demands that these establishments 
contribute a por of their immense in- 
come towards pa the expenses of gov- 
ernment, especially when those expenses are 
largely made necessary by the character of 
the business done in these saloons? 


“IS @OD GOOD?” 

The question which forms the abovetitle is 
made the subject of an eloquently written pa- 
per or essay in the Atlantic Monthly for Oc- 
tober, by Elizabeth Stuart Phelps, a lady who 
needs no introduction toourreaders. At first 
sight, the question seems a superfluous if 
not an irreverent one, and perhaps for that 
reason itis not altogether a happy title for 
her paper, but asthe reader progresses with 
her line of thought he will pereeive that it 
is not open to these objections, but covers a 
wide ground of speculation which has been 
traversed by all thinkers from time imme- 
morial, and does not concern the personal 
character of God, or question His attributes of 
goodness, but bears upon the ab- 
struse meanings of what may be termed 
special providences, and the ®ompat- 
ibility of human miseries and calamities 
with His character for benevolence. In dis- 
cussing this subject, Miss Phelps does not 
settle anything. Her decisions are even in- 
consequential, but this cannot be charged 
against her as a weakness, for she lands 
where the finite must always land in attempt- 
ing to understand the infinit—namely: in 
faith. Miss Phelps admits the unchangea- 
bleness, the remorselesness, and cruelty of 
Nature, and that behind every blessing done 
Nature hides a penalty; “that the mass of 
evidence in the great trial of Nature before 
the bar of man is voluminous and stern“; 
she admits the calamities of fire, sirocco, 
shipwreck, famine, and pestilence, and the 
ravages of vice, crime, and all manner of 
sins. She eloquently sounds what she calls 
the three great key-notes in the discords of 
life—the cruelty of Nature, the mystery 
of sex, and the misery of the poor— 
and she glances at the great facts of heredity, 
the influence of human disease on happiness, 
the historical illustrations of human wo, 
the phenomena of remorse and suicide, and 
the inexorable sentence of death. She ad- 
mits that, 80 far as we are able to judicially 
estimate questions affecting our emotions, 
pain goes further,“ as our idiom has it, in 
this world than pleasure.” So far in her

tnot only does not obliterate— 
it creates—the phenomenon of human be-

Miss Phelps’ answer to the question is not 
new nor original.’ It has been made a thou- 
sand times. It is the only emotional answer 
that can be made. It is peciiliarly the an- 
swer of woman’s faith. But, all the same, 
it is a solution of the question, one branch of 
which man never has accepted, and never will. 
He wil! not admit that calamity and. suffer- 
ing, pestilence and pain, poverty and starva- 
tion are for his good. He looks upon Nature 
as his inexorable enemy. She sweeps him 
off the sinking vessel into the ocean as 
remorselesly and as pitilesly as she 
does the rats and vermin 
she is as heedless and dumb to his 
ery for mercy or for life as if she 
were made of adamant. He Snows that 
there is no relenting in the earthquake, the 
lightning, the tornado, the fire, the famine, 
the pestilence. He looks upon their mant 
festations as evil to him, not as good, and he 
struggles against them with all his might, 
however puny it may be. No matter how 
long be may live, to youth, middie or old 
age, by all methods, wise and unwise, which 
are called science,” he seeks to avert or es- 
cape the operations of Nature and the decrees 
of fate which are said to be for his good, and 
if he cannot avert them he dies fighting them, 

It is poor consolation to tell a man that ca- 
lamities and annihilations are for his good. 
His experiences, his instincts, his reason, his 
suffering, his desire to live and to escape mis- 
ery, tell him they are not for his good. Itis 
a fatalistic refuge that everything in him re- 
coils against, and not all the assurances that 
dogmatic faith can offer will ever reconcile 
him to these evils that chase him 
like fantoms of horrible shape from 
the eradle to the grave, and dre not 
satisfied until they have destroyed him, nor 
will he ever consent that they are for his 
good. Prometheus chained to his rock is 
the universal type of man struggling against 
the implacable evils of merciless Nature, 


‘and despite the hopelesness of the odds 


against him—the immensity, the inetitability, 
the crushing cruelty of the enemy—he will 
always keep up the struggle, even to the last 
man smitten down with its relentless darts, 
and perishing with the immemorial protest 
on his lips. 

The most that man will admit is, that it 
may be a part of the system pf the Universal 
Providence set in operation for some general 
or inscrutable purpose by an all-pervading 
and overruling power, whatever may be 
his faith after death, man will never at heart 
acknowledge them as “good” for him, but 
will grimly submit to irresistible fate, be- 
cause he can’t help bimseif. Give him the 
power to resist the calamities ot life and he 
would never accept the feminine logic that 
they were “ blessings in disguise,” nor would 
his helpmate then try to persuade him to 
believe it.

ARCHEOLOGICAL DEVELOPMENT. 
Wonderful discoveries in archeology fol- 
low each other rapidly, and at the present 
rate of advance Oriental excavations will 
soon place before us the contemporaneous 
records of the most important events in the 
world’s history—a sort of autobiography, 
which will enable us to sift out what is ru- 
mor and tradition. in history and to verify the 
accounts we now possess. It is not long 
since the labors of Brugsch in the vicinity of 
Thebes brought to the surface the mummies 
of thirty-one Egyptian monarchs of the line 
of the Pharaohs, among them Thothmes the 
Great, who ruled Egypt in the very hight of 
her power and civilization, and Rameses II., 
who was the Pharaoh of the Jewish captivi- 
ty, though evidently not the Pharaoh who 
was swallowed up by the Red Sea. Accom- 
panying them were numerous historical pa- 
pyri, statuets, and cartovches and plentiful 
records on the burial cases, Distinguished 
scholars will commence thé interesting work 
of deciphering them next month, and we may 
reasonably anticipate that they will settle 
vexed questions in Egyptian chronology, 
throw mucn light upon the period of the Is- 
raelitish captivity in Egypt, and furnish val- 
uable data for establishing the correctness of 
the Mosaic records in the Old Testament. 
Prior to Brugsch’s remarkable discovery 
George Smith, in 1874, discovered several 
inscribed cylinders and ets on 
Babylon, which were from the libraries of 
Sennacherib and Assurbanfpal, and which 
showed that there were still older writings of 
the Chaldeans behind them. In 1880 an ex- 
pedition under the charge of Hormuzd 
Rassam was organized to hunt for them, and 
it has been successful, Rassam having un- 
earthed a perfect treasure-trove of relics 
containing some traditions that date before 
the flood! Among his discoveries are .the 
account books of the great financial officers 
of the Babylonian Empire, who farmed the 
public revenues, this ancient syndicate being 
known as the house of Beni Egibi; fragments 
of the history of Babylon to the time of the 
capture of the city by Cyrus; royal personal 
records made by Cyrus and by Alexander the 
Great, who was consigned so summarily by 
Hamlet to the bunghole of a beer-barrel; a 


fecord of the gardens of King Merodach 


Caladan, who had sixty-three parks in Baby- 
lon; and several inscriptions made by 
Nebuchadnezzar himself, which may throw 
some light upon his bucolic experiences in 
the grass. 

Besides the records, Rassam has discov- 
ered extensive hydraulic works which were 
used to water the hanging gardens; the ruins 
of the observatory tower of the great temple 
of Nebo, containing beautiful specimens of 
vitrified bricks which have always beer a 
puzzle to the scientists; the ruins of the City of 
Cutha, containing a temple that was restored 
by Nebuchadnezzaf; another city, not yet 
identified, at a place known by the Arab as 
the Mounds of Deyr; and still another city 
which the records showed to be the ancient 
Sippara. These two cities Rassam believes 
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Thus slowly the East is yielding up the 
records of its fascinating story, and learned 
scholars are reading the contemporaneous 
—— of the wonders of Assyria and 
Egypt, even to the personal records of Pha- 
raoh, Cyrus. Alexander, and Nebuchadnez- 
gar. The field of history covered by the Old 
Testament is now slowly coming to view, 
and we are to have the very statements of the 
grand personages whose lives and deeds that 
history commemorates. To the scholar it 
opens up a wonderfully fascinating world of 
study, and to the Christian it is none the less 
important as furnishing the data by which to 
verify or correct the Scriptures. As Rassam 
has already found recosds of traditions that 
date before the flood, whe knows but that he 
may find, when all these records are de- 
ciphered, something that may give him aclew 
to the records of the Chaldean Noah himself. 
Is it too much to believe, in these days of 
wonderful discoveries, that we may yet have 
the log-book of the Ark itself, with a full 
account ” of the flood. 

„ TOUR ROUND MY GARDEN.” 

There is much jealousy and envy of those 
who make e tour of the world. In the 
homes of the poor there are many hé@art- 
burnings when the rich and the prosperous 
pack their trunks for long journe}s. Those 
who are compelled to stay at home take little 
thought of the discomtorts and weariness of 
travel. They contemplate enly or.e side of 
the picture—its bright side, its variety of 
natural scenery, its round of amusements, 
its vivid impressions of men and things, its 
value as an educational influence. There is 
a charming book. written many years ago by 
the naturalist, Alphonse Karr, whose benefi- 
cent purpose was to produce content in the 
homes of those who are unable to indulge 
the universal desire for travel, for change, 
fornew sights and experiences. Karr one 
day witnessed the departure for the tour of 
the .world his neighbor and friend with 
a deep feeling of envy. 

The old-fashioned departure of the tourist 
by “post.” is deseribed—the horses pawing 
the ground impatiently, the postilion crack- 
ing his whip, the equipage moving away and 
disappearing down the road. The feeling of 
envy ot the observer of so much prospective 
happiness deepens into ill-will. “It ap- 
peared to me that the only road in the world 
was that which you were pursuing, and that 
you had taken it away with you’’—thus Karr 
apostrophises the traveler. But this feeling 
of bitterness against his friend soon passed 
away from the heart of Karr, and he com- 
plained that his own scanty fortune would 
not permit him to see other countries, other 
men, and other climates,” and thus he be- 
came painfully aware of the Moverty which 
had not till then oppressed him. From this 
mood he was at last aroused by the grandeur 
of the darkening heavens, the softness of the 
breeze, making music in the trees, and the 
magnificence of the sunset. Then he re- 
flected upon the exquisit delicacy of his 
senses, their capability of contributing to his 
enjoyment of se much present beauty, and he 
sank to sleep filled with pity for those poor 


rich,’’ compelled by a feeling of restlesness to 
traverse the universe in search of that happi- | 


ness which springs duly from contentment, 
a quality of the mind, an inspiration of the 
heart, not an outward condition. 

It is needless to say that Karr resolves to 
make the tour of his garden while his friend 
is engaged in making the tour of the world. 
What Karr's friend saw may be found in a 
thousand books of travel more or less stu- 
pid. What the naturalist saw from his — 
ber-window, from his balcony, in the garden- 
walk, on a rose-bush, in a cherry tree, on the 
turf ander his feet, has robbed many an hour 
of weariness, inspired thousands with a feel- 
ings of content, and invested with a new 
charm the simple surroundings of home-life. 

From his window Karr observes and tells 
the story of The Loves of the Spiders’’— 
how the male timidly approaches the female, 
knowing that he is in peril of his life, for if 
she does not love him she will devour him. 
But if she is insensible, if her hour has not 
yet come, she nevertheless advances slowly 
to meet the trembling Hippolytus, who seeks 
in ‘vain to read in her features whether he is 


to hope or to fear; then, when at a few paces | 


from the amorous youth, she darts upon 
him, seizes him, and eats him!” 

The naturalist stretches himself at full 
length on his back “upon a grassy bank 
sprinkled with violets beneath a great oak.” 


Between the branches he catches views of |

grass, but this time with my face downwards, 


some tew inches from the ground, and it ap- 
pears to me not at all unlikely that [ shall be 
as fortunate as you in our common ardor in 
search of that which is new.” This green 
moss,” proceeds the naturalist, “appears to 
me to be trees, and the insects which wander 
over its velvet surface assume in my eyes an 
importance equal to that of the deer and 
stags of a park.“ How charmingly he dis- 
courses on the mold, the mushroom, the 
moss, the lichen, and the fern, showing them 
to possess all the beauties, in miniature, of 
the forest of oak, pine, maple, and elm! 
Then he tells the story of the caterpillar 
which he found dining off a stalk of ground- 
sel—the story of its progress toward the but- 
terfly state of airy gorgeousness. Then, 
sluggard that he is, lying prone on the grass, 
he considers theant. “ Ants,” he says, “are 
marching through the giass as we would 
march through a thick forest: there are for 
them, between these closely-growing blades, 
routes, roads, and foot-paths.” He follows 
them to their subterraneous abode, and tells 
of their business, their loves, their hates. 
and their fierce ba and, in conclusion, 
exclaims: *‘How

ELECTRIC LIGHT. 

The excursion of electricians to the Town 
of Autora yesterday, forty-two miles west, on 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad, 
together with a considerable concourse of 
reporters, city officials, and business citizens, 
to witness the testing of the Televide ona 
forty-two-mile trial wire, was an event of 
more startling and sensational interest than 
any scientific episode that ever occurred in 
the West. ‘The Televide“ is the new elec- 
tric aparatus for conveying the human eye- 
sight, by conducting wire and optic appli- 
ances, to any conceivable distance—the En- 
glish electricians promising hat we will be 
able to see the church steeples of Chicago 
from a London observatory in the not very 
remote future. The startling significance of 
yesterday’s experiments was that they were 
absolutely successful, conveying the length 
of the trial wire perfectly distinct views of 
the City-LHall, Post-Office, and a large num- 
per of commercial editices, with 3 

limpses offinterior apartments; as, for exam- 
—— at the large and brilliantiy lighted edi- 
fice on West Madison street, near Halsted, 
known as John M. Smyth's West Side Fur- 
niture Palace, where the terminal batteries 
were transferred to each of the five great 
floors in succession and a series of most in- 
teresting observations were made. The op 
tical battery having been placed at the south 


end of the second floor, word came by tele- 


graph from the astonished excursionists that 
they were now able to distinguish articles 
of furniture on every quarter of the 
floor, locating the several departments—as of 
uphoistered parlor sets, the finished walnut 
sets, ebony sets, etc.—with perfect accuracy. 
The transfer of the apparatus to the third 
floor brought to their view an acre of diygrsi- 
fied stock, while on the fourth and fifth floo 
where the process of artistic furniture man- 
ufacturing is extensively carried on, the 
movements and manipulations of workmen 
were also clearly distinguished.

No Such Available Reserve of Cash in 
the Treasury as Has Been 
Reported. 


Majority and Minority Reports of the 
Board of West Point Vis- 
itors.

WINDOM, 
CRITICISMS OF HIS COURSE. 
Special Dispatch to The Caicago Tribune. 

Wasainerox, D. C., Sept. 17.—During the 
last.ten days Secretary Windom has been 
criticised for not having used more of the 
available cash in the Treasury for the pur- 
chase of the bonded debt. It has been assert- 
ed that he was abundantly able in July to 
have used between $20,000,000 and $25,000,009, 
instead of $10,000,000, in the purchase of 
bonds, and that during August he was 
similarly situated. It has been claimed by 
some of the leading financial journals of 
New York that during the present month the 
cash balance in the Treasury has been nearly 
$20,000,000 larger than it was twelve months 
ago. Inquiry at the Treasury Depart- 
ment today developed the fact that, at 
the beginning of the present month, the 
available cash balance was over $4,000,000 
less than it was at the beginning of Suptem- 
ber last year, and if the outstanding bonds 
embraced in the 104th call be deducted, 
as they properly should be, itis safe to say 
that, despite the large revenues of the pres- 
ent month, the cash balance today is proba- 
bly $15,000,000 less than it was this time last 
year. The fact is that, during the last few 
months, there were at times quite heavy 
drafts made upon the Treasury reserve. 
Hence it will be seen that there is at present 
no such extraordinary accumulation of avail- 
able surplus in the Treasury as is claimed 
by some of the New York financial writers 
and speculators.

WASHINGTON, D. C., ag 17.—Up to the 
close of business today there had been re- 
ceived at the Treasury Department for re- 
dem ption $6,829,900 5 per cent coupon bonds 
under the 103d call, and $16,721.450 5 per cent 
registered bonds under the 104th call. 


WEST POINT. 4 
THB BOARD OF VISITORS. 

WaAsuineton, D. C., Sept. 17.—The Board 
of Visitors to West Point have made a 
lengthy report to the Secretary of War, and 
among other things say that the command at 
West Point constitutes a military depart- 
ment, of which the academy is a part and the 
commanding General is the Superintendent, 
instead of being, as contemplated by law, 
in charge of a Colonel of Engineers. With 
this exception the position and rank of the 
Officers are in accordance with the law. The 
Assistant Adjutant-General of the Military 
Department does not bolong to the Military 
Academy organization, and is in no way es- 
sential to it, and occupies quarters required 
by academic officers. A period of more than 
four years’ experience seems necessary to 
enable a Superintendent to acquire a perfect 
knowledge of the interests of the academy, 

no previous army training is of service 

in this branch, which seems to require the 
experience of a graduate of the academy for 
ita successful administration. It is a source 
of regret that the assistant Professors of the 
academy cannot be detached permanently 
for this service without interfering with their 
hopes of promotion. The malpractice of 
“haz ng,” which made its appearance a few 
years ago, has been crushed by rigid disci- 
* but it still lingers to some extent, and 
t will require the utmost vigilance on the 
part of the officers in immediate charge of 
the cadets, and the most prompt measures of 
punishment, in order „to eradicate this 
vicious and unmanty practice. The ralsing 
of various funds by charging cadets a per- 
centage on supplies is condemned, ang a 
recommendation is made that, in future, tio 
commissions be charged above the actual 
cost of supplies, The surplus balances of 
these various funds and property on June 1 
1881, amounted to littie less than $50,000, all 
of which is the result of the percentage sys- 
tem, and to secure justice to former cadets 
for the levying of this tax the board are of 
opinion that the money should be devoted to 
some purpose in which former cadets may 
have an interest and their successors a bene- 
fit, and a memorial hall is suggested at West 
Point to commemorate the servicés of such 
cadets as may have distinguished them- 
selves or died in the public service.

Although all the roads leading east from 
this city claim that they were receiving no 
freight during the past weék, not having 
sutticient cars to tale caré of their old busi- 
ness, yet east-bound freight shipments have 
slightly increased. This goes to shaw that 
during the short time the rates were down to 
10 cents and 12% cents per 100 pounds, Chi- 
cago to New York, heavy contracts were 
made by some of the lines, and the bulk of 
business was carried by the two Vanderbilt 
roads—Michigan Central and Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern. Out of a total of 56,004 
tons carried by the six lines leading east 
from this city, the above two roads have car- 
ried 33,272 tons, or more than one-half of the 
total shipments. Theshipments-of the other 
roads were rather light, which they attrib 
uted to the fact that they could 
take no new traffic because, owing to 
the heavy amount of business carried 
heretofore, their lines have become 
blockaded and they do not care to crowd 
themselves too much. The truth about the 
matter is that these roads prefer to use all 
the cars they can forthe transportation of 
local basiness, on which they get full rates 
and made their profits. ‘There is no profit on 
the through business at the prevailing rates 
—12\% cents—and consequently they furnish 
for this traffic only such cars as they can spare. 
As long as the doeal trade continues as heavy 
as at present, this condition of things will 
prevail and shippers need not look for lower 
rates. It is claimed that shippers who have

PROPOSED NEW ASSOCIATION. 

A scheme is on foot to organize a new Na- 
tional Base-Ball Association off 25 cents 
admission plan, and a meeting is to be held 
Oct. 10 in Pittsburg to perfect arrangements. 
The cities named as likejy to join the move- 
ment are St. Louis, Losisville, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore. Washington, Cincinnati, 
burg, and New York—four 
four in the West. There is no re 
such an 
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conjointly with that body in the matter of 
protecting contracts, imposing penalties, etc. 
Both bodies could exist harmoniously, and 
neither need stand in the way of the other. 
The greatest danger that confronts the pro- 
posed new organization is the question 
of financial responsibility among its 
members, Absolute solvency, with- 


out regard to success in the 
field, is an indispensable requisit, without 
which the new association will surely come 
to grief. The default of a single club in the 
middle of the season would throw everything 
into contusion and subject all the other clubs 
in the association to financial loss. No doubt 
all the eight cities named above are fair 
base-ball lovalities, and with reasonable sal- 
aries for players and careful business man- 
agement could support clubs; but it must be 
remembered that with eight clubs in the 
field seven must fail of winning the first 
32 and fully four will cut a poor figure 

y the time the season is half over; so that 
the question is, Can all of these eight cities 
be depended on to keep up their clubs and 
meet all of their engagements, win or lose? 
lf they cau be sure of doing this, the news- 
sociation, judiciously governed, ought to 
succeed; otherwise it must fail, as many a 
one has done before it.

OBIT U ARY. 


GEORGE W. CAMPBELL. 

Col. George W. Campbell died Friday even- 
ing at his residence on Ashland avenue, in 
the 75th year of his age. The disease which 
carried him off was a cancerotis tumor, 
which made its appearance on the right sidé 
of the neck, just below the jawbone, a little 
over 3 At first he suffered no in- 

fro 


conventen m it, but in the last few 
months it grew rapidly, extended to his 
lungs, and became somewhat painful and 
troublesome. It was not until a week 
ago, however, that he had to go 
to bed, or that his family and 
friends began to de alarmed about 


his condition. After that time he gradually 
grew worse until bis life ebbed peacefully 


away. 

Col. Campbell was a man who was well 
knowh very highly respected. e was 
the brother of ex-United States Marshal Ben 
Campbell and brother-in-law of J. Russell 
Jones, President of the West Division Rail- 
way Company. He was born on the Ilth of 
November, 1806,in King William County, 
Virginia, where he resided until he was 
nearly 24 years of age, serving there as a 
clerk for several years. In the early part of 
1830 he wended his way 2 
and on hotseback rode to the City o 
Louisville, Ky., which, in those days, 
was no small undertaking. From 
Louisville he took a boat to St. Louis in 

sarch of fame and fortune. Here he met 

Ullam Hempstead, who was engaged in 
business in Galena, then a great miuing cen- 
tre, and by him was employed at the princely 
salary of a month, and the two together 
took a boat for Galena, where they arrived in 
April, 1890. For several years Col Campbell 
remained in Mr. Hempstead’s employ, and 
finally purchased his stock of goods, and 
company with D. B. Moorehouse embark 
in business, which ineluded lead smelting 
and general merchandising. Sometime after, 
in company with Orrin Smith, he started in 
the grocery and commission line, and the 
firm of Smith & Campbell flourished for a 
number of years. After that he went in 
business with Mr. J. Russell Jones, who sub- 
sequently moved to Chicago. 

In 1861, at the commencement of the War 
Mr. Campbell was appointed Commissary of 
Subsistence, which he held until some time 
after the close of the War, he not being mus- 
tered out of the service until 1866. During 
the past two years of his service he dis- 
bursed in the neighborhood of $7,000,000, 
yet within sixty days of the time that he was 
mustered out his actounts were settled. He 
was regarded as one of the honestest and 
ablest officers in the service. 

After the passage of the Bankrupt act he 
was Otten designated as an Assignee in 
bankruptey, and he was still settling up sev- 
eral estates at the time of his death. Col. 
Campbell’s integrity was never questioned, 
his sterling honesty being too well known. 
He was a modest, unassuming, Christian 
gentleman, and creditably filled all the posi- 
tions assigned to him in the various walks of 
life. He was married twice. His first wife 
was Eliza B. Colmés, who he married in 
18382. In 1885 he married Eliza J. Brady, of 
St. Genevieve. He had two daughters and

A CRAZE FOR DIAMONDS. 


The Favorit Gem of American Women 
~Large Purchases of Diamonds for 
the American Market—Great Value of 
the Gems—Method of Cutting the 


Stones. 

New Yorr Tribune. 

The passion for diamonds is increasing. 
Probably at no previous time in the bistory 
of the American world of fashion were so 
many of these precious stones worn as now, 
nor so large a proportion of them of such ex- 
cellent quality. Here and there the pépular 
taste may select the fanciful gzem—tourmaline 
or zircon—but the fire glancing from the 
facets of a diamond has a charm for the 
multitude not possesséd by auy other gem. 
Most of the diamonds come from the Cape of 
Good Hope, a few from Brazil, and some 
from Siberia and Borneo. The discovery of 
the African diamonds six or seven years ago 
upset the market, but it has since recovered 
its equilibrium. Merchants in this eity claim 
that m itation diamonds have not materially 
injured their interests. Such stones depend 
upon thé glare of gaslightto avoid .détec- 
tion, as sunlight readily exposes their 
real character. The demand for 
fine stones is incréasimg and for stones 
finer cut than it is generally possible to ob- 
tain in Europe. Many diamonds brought to 
America are not cut in prismatic proportion, 
and have to be cut over by American work- 
men to bring out their real beauty, A die 
mond has thirty-six facets on top and twen- 
ty-four facets below. It the distaneé from 
the table“ to the “color” is more than 
one-third of the stone its “life”? is lost and 
it should be recut The bottom of a good 
diamond tapers almost to a int in the 
cutting which is finally taken off. Of all the 
diamonds the white trauslucent stone that is 
free from flaw and perféctly cut is the most 
valuable. Pink diamonds are rare, but 
bright yellow, brown, and jet black diamonds 
may be easily found in the market. While a 
duli tint injures a white diamond a marked 
color of or green adds considerably to 
its value. Nine-tenths of the blue diamends 
are milky, while all the fine white stones 
have just a suggestion of blue in their com- 
position. 

Diamonds cost more than they did ten 
years age. A perfect brilliant of the first 
water is worth about ; ohe-half carat, 
$175; one carat, $560; two carats, $800, 
Diamonds of a larger size bring whatever 
may be obtained from the purchaser, as no 
fixed pricecan be stated. As a diamond 
loses nine-twentleths of its weight in cutting 
the value of a rough diamond may be cal- 
culated per caratas ohe-half the estimate 
mentioned.

During the past week Mother and Son” 
has been given by the Union Square compa- 
ny. The audiences siuce Tuesday night 
have filled the house, and “ Standing-room 
only” hung up atthe door has been the rule 
and not the exception.

THE WATER DEPARTMENT, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHICAGO, Sept. 17.—It appeared in the morn- 
ing papers a te days since that an effort was to 
be made at the next meeting of the Council to 
change the control of the Water Department of 
the city from the Commissioner of Public Works 
to the Controlier. It bas been manifest for two 
years past that the Commissioner of Pubiic 
Works had altogether too many duties devoiv- 
ing upon him, and the universcl verdict must be 
that the change suggested is a move in the rigut 


direction. 

It has been stated editorially in some ot the 
papers, German and English, that the streets of 
the City of Chicago had never been worse man- 
aged, and it was suggested as a reason for this 
that the business was so vast that no one man 
could properiy attend to it. The paving ot La 
Salle street north of Division is one instance. It 
was torn up and rendered impassable for weeks; 
an unseemly controversy arose about some 
subordinate Inspector, and was permitted to 
paralyze the improvement, and when the work 
was fipally completed it was noticed that within 
four daysof its being thrown open for travel 
the water stood in puddles after a rain, showing 
an uneven settling of the new pavement, pre- 
cisely as in other streets which had 
been traveled for years. Another and 
more glaring case is Astor street. A 
strip of two blocks, from Schiller to 
Division was by ordinance and special assess- 
ment in 1875 ordered curbed and filled at an 
expense of upwards $15,000. This work was 
com pleted, some 2,400 linear feet of curbing in- 
cludimg 280 feet of curb wall putin, under the 
direction and approval of the Public- Works 
Department at the, expense of lot-owners, and 
the strect Ulled in some places at a depth of 
nine feet. The matter was allowed to remain 
inthis condition, no macadamizing or other 
dressing being put on to make the street 
passable, and in January last the Commissioner 
of Public Works was directed the Common 
Council to report a suitable ordinance for com- 
pleting the improvement of that street. An 
ordinance was pre in his office and re- 

rted to the Council precisely as if no 

mprovement had ever been made, and it 
directed the curbing, fillmg, and macadamizing 
of Astor street, between the blocks named, at au 
additional expense of and, what was 
more giaring, it provided for a contraction of tre 
road-bed two feet. The effect of this was to re- 
quire the curb- walls and curbstones for these 
two blocks to be removed one foot on egen side 
into the street (at the expense of the lot-Gwhers, 
of course). This“ improvement" is within five 
biocks of the residenve of the Commissioner of 
Public Works. Itis uncharitable to suppose that 
the Commissioner did not know of the condition 
of the street, because two of his nephews of the 
same name and a publisher of one of the even- 
ing papers bad purchased lots fronting thereon 
after the first improvement had been made, and 
their names appeared signed toa petition re- 
questing the improvement. 

Furthermore, in makmg the improvement re- 
quired by this last ordinance the city will be 
compelled to recurb, fill, and pave with macadam

Deal Begs for Relief. 


The Proposed Plan for Making De- 
liveries—Many Think It Im- 
practicable. 


A robust squeal was heard yesterday from D. 
C. Brady, a loser ip the August wheat corner, 
who filed a bill in the Circuit Court against 
Gregg, Sou & Co., Culver & Co., William Young 
& Co., William R. MeHenry, and the Chicago 
Board of Trade, to prevent the payment of 
some margias he bad put up. It appears that 
on the th of July he sold 5,000 bushels of 
August wheat to Culver & Co., through his 
agents, Gregg, Son & Co., for $1.19% per bushel, 
and on the 10th of August 6,000 bushels more 
of the same valuable commodity te William 
Young & Co. for $1,24% a bushel. Wheat took 
an upward turn, and Brady was compelled to 
put up $1.500 margins. A short time before tnis 
William Young & Co. sold to William E. Me- 
Henry 5,000 bushels of August wheat at $1.11X, 
and some time in July Culver & Co. sold Me- 
Henry 5.000 bushels of August wheat at 61.18. 
These two firms now require, according to the 
usual practice, that these denis between them 
and McHeory. and them and Brady, shall be set- 
tied directly with McHenry. Brady, however 
compla'ns that McHenry and bis associates cor- 
nered the market on August wheat, forcing it 
up to $1.38 a bushel, and thus

FINDING A WANDERER. 


A Portuguese Man-o’-War Picked Up 
Off Fire Island—Paralyzed by It. 
* Now York Sun. 

„Bad weather all along the const“ said 
the skipper of a small yacht, hailing from 
Fire Island, that dropped anchora few days 
ago off Quaratine Station.~- “The day we 
left a man-o’-war went ashore and broke up, 
and the tide went out and left her high and 
dry, so you could walk all around her.“ 

The skipper’s face was expressioniess, but 
a twinkle in his eyes caused his hearers to 
express a doubt concerning the news. 

Don't believe it?”’ he said. Well, just 
step down below.

YACHTING. 

THE CANADIAN SLOOP-YACHT ATLANTIC, 
which is to compete for the America’s Cup, 
was launched Sept. 14 at Belleville, Ont. 
The yacht is a handsome sloop, her sheer 
being symmetrical and easy from end to end. 
Her cabin house is 16 inches above the deck, 
and is W feet long. ‘The interior of the cabin 
is paneled in ash, oak, and butternat, with 
black walnut moldings, andis divided into 
main cabin, ladies’ cabin, three staterooms, 
kitchen, and forecastie. The main cabin, 
the head room of which is 5 feet 11 inches, 
is 13 feet by 13 feet, and sleeping accommo- 
dations will be afforded in the cabins 
and stateroonis for ten persons. The 
work of fitting out will begin as soon asa 
mast has been procured, but it proves to be 
difticuit to get a spar of sufficient length 
and weight—namely seventy-one feet long, 
fifteen inches atthe deck, and thirteen inches 
at the boards. Other necessary spars have, 
however, been procured. Her canvas and 
rigging are being made at Kingston, and areg 
nearly ready. The ballast will be pig-iron, 
of which she will carry fifteen tons. 

The yacht will go to New York by.the 
Erie Canal, but will first try her speed ina 
regatta on Lake Ontario. She is ex pected to 
leave for New York about the 20th inst. 
Capt. Cuthbert considers the Atalanta the 
finest model he has ever built. 

THE ENGLISMN CUTTER MADGE, 


owned by Mr. James Coats, was brought to 
this country for the express purpose of test- 
ing her speed with the crack New York 
sloops. She will be accommodated. Three 
races have already been arranged for her. 
The New Lork Lacht Club had no yachts 
small enough to be matched against the 
Madge, but the Seawanhaka Club has taken 
up the challenge, and will sail a series of 
three races for three silver cups. The races 
will be sailed on Sept. 20, 21, and 22. They 
will be over the regular club course. The 
yachts selected will be of the pure American 
broad-beamed, centreboard, light-draught 
type, as oppositto the deep keel, narrow 
English cutter as can be imagined. 

The Wave is named for the first race. She 
is a centreboard sloop, 41 feet 3 inches over 
ail, and 38 feet 7 inches on the water line, 14 
feet 11 inches beam, 4 feet 3 inches depth of 
hold, and 4 feet draught of water. The 
Schemer, winner of numerous races, will be 
the second antagonist of the Madge. The 
Schemer is 39 feetl inch over all, 36 feet 4 
inches water line, 14 feet 6 inches beam, 4 
feet 6 inches depth of hold, and 3 feet 
draught. ‘The starter in the third race has 
not yet been decided upon, and may be either 
of the above two, The races will be called 
under Seawanhaka Club rules, which are 
very favorable to the English cutter, as the 
area in square feet for allowance is obtained 
by multiplymg mean length by extreme 
beam. Both the Wave and Schemer are 
shorter yachts than the Madge, and under 
New York Yacht Club rules would receive 
time from her, but under Seawanhaka Club 
rules they will allow her a trifle. ‘The Madge 
is 46%, feet over all, 3 feet 6 inches water 
line, 7 feet 9 inches beam, and 6 feet 2 inches 
depth of hold.

| WIN E-LABELS. 


A Collector Whe Has Five Hundred 
Taken from Bottles from Which He 
Had Drunk. 

New York Sun. 

“T have sat here many a time of a summer 
twilight sipping Rhine wine, and I always 
think of those quiet, lazy evenings when 1 
look at the picture on this label.“ 

The speaker had opened at hazard a book 
in which he said about 500 wine-labels were 
pasted, and he was pointing to one which 
presented a picture of Rüdesheim on the 
Rhine. In the foreground a road winding 
along the river side led to a rui castle and 
a little tavern with a garden sloping to the 
shore, while the hills of the famous Rides- 
heimer vineyards were seen in the distance. 

“From here,” he continued, moving his 
finger over the tavern-garden, vou can 
watch the sun set over the mountains on the 
other shore, while the Rhine ripples in the 
gentie breeze and the leaves in yonder vine- 
yard tremble in the roseate light. Then, too, 
you can hold up your glass and let the sun- 
set glow through the amber wine. 

“Here, again,” he continued, turning over 
several pages and pointing out the labels he 
referred to, ‘jis a good picture of the Cathe- 
Aral at Worms. It comes from a bottle of 
Liebiraumilch, a wine which grows near the 
famons old town. Here you see the vine- 
yard of Rauenthal; here is the villa which 
crowns the vineyard of Johannisberg. 
If you will look through this book roe will 
find pictures of the most celebrated 
vineyards on the Rhine; and in the little 
taverns you sce in some of the pictures I 
have sat looking out cver the river, and 
drinking of the very bottles from which 
these labels came.“ 

As he continued turn over the leaves 
the reporter noticed a label of Johannis- 
berger wine, which he asked to look at 
more closely. It represents a_ cloister 
vault. Four fat, jolly-looking priests are 
grou near a cask of Johannis- 
berger. One is sitting on a pile of thick 
folios, lifting with one hand a large bumper 
fullto the brim, while with the other he 
cautions a fellow recluse, who is at the tap, 
against filling bis glass to overflowing. An- 
other is leani against the tank, while the 
fourth, with hands folded as though in 
prayer, is zing heavenward, his face 
serene with joy and gratitude for his share 
of the precious beverage. 

The collector smiled as he looked at the 
label and said: “ That pictare comes from a 
bottle inentioned in an anecdote told by no 
less a person than Bismarck of Prince Met- 
ternich, the famous Austrian Premier, and 
one of the Rothschilds. When Metternich 
was emer through Frankfort on his way 
to Johannisberg he met Bismarck, who then 
represented Prussia in the German Diet. 
Metternich twok such a lUking to 
Bismarck that he invited him to go to 
Johannisberg. | Before leaving Frankfort, 
however, they visited Rothschild, who in- 
sisted on putting upa lunch in a basket for 
them. Johannisberg is not a great distance 
from Frankfortland Metternich and Bismarck 
left the lunch untouched. When they un- 
packed the * in Johannisberg they 
found six bottles of the finest vintage of 
Johannisberger, which Metternich had sold 
to Rothschild two years before. The 
Prince at once summoned his steward, 
‘For how much did we sell this wine to 
Rothschild?“ he asked. For fifteen gullden 
the bottle, your Excellency,’ answered the 
steward. ‘ Very well,’ replied Metternich, 
‘whenever he wishes to buy of the same 
vin put these bottles in thre lot, but sell 
them at eighteen guilden the bottle, because, 
wow Bag — will have improved with age.’

— r later the wine was actually resold to 

»thschild, and this label comes from one of 
those bottles.“

After setting forth a multitude of other du- 
ties, an entire paragraph is devoted to speci- 
fying now they can employ their time profit- 
ably when not traveling or engaged in public 
exercjses. The preacher is advised to rise, 
as often as possible, at 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. In the absence of any specific qualifica- 
tion, this applies to winter as well as sum- 
mer. Having thus “got up with the 
chickens,” as the woridly-minded would 
observe, he is to put in his time 
in meditating, praying, and reading the 
Scriptures with notes, * and—probably for 
fear he might have a few minutes which 
would hang heavily on his hands—the close- 
ly practical parts of which Mr. Wesley has 
published.” The time from 5 to 6 in the 
evening is to be spent in the same way. To 
fill we void between 6 in the morning and 12 
o’clock noon he is advised, wherever it is 
practicable, to spend the time in appropriate 
reading, study, and private devotion. “ We 
are not more knowing.“ says the next rule, 
because we are idle. We torget our first 
rule: Be diligent; never be unemployed: 
never be triflingly employed; never spen 
any more time at any place than is strictiy 
necessary.“ Just how the afternoon is to 
be spent is not distinctly set down, the gener- 
al rules in regard to conduct and duty prob-

The Discipline-makers were evidently 
satisfied that some of the foregoing rules 
would not execute themselves.

these is. devoted to “ imprudent conduct,” 
under which very general phrase are includ- 
ed indulgence in sinful tempers or words, 
buying, selling, or using intoxicating liquors 
as a beverage. and the equally henious of- 
fense df dancing, playing at games of chance, 
attending theatres, horse-races, circuses, 
dancing parties, patronizing dancing-se)ools, 
or taking such other amusements as are 
obviously of misleading or questionable moral 
tendency. In such eases the preacher or leader 
is to give private proof. and, if there be an 
acknowledgement of the fault and proper 
humiliation, the person may be borne with. 
lf he or she does it again, the preacher or 
leader may take one or two faithful friends. 
On a third offense, however, the culprit is to 
be broughs to trial, and, if found guilty, and 
there be no sign of hutttiation, is to be ex- 
pelled. Thus the way of the transgressor is 
made hard. 

Considerable attention is paid to the sub- 
ject of disagreement in business and non- 

ayment ot debts, and a deal of power lodged 
1 the preacher and others. In case of a dis- 
agreement between two or more members 
concerning business transactions, which can- 
not be settled by the parties themselves, the 
preacher is to inquire into the circum- 
stances of the case, and recommend 
to the parties a reference, consisting 
of two arbiters chosen by the plaintifl, 
and two by the defendant, these four tochoose 
a fifth, and all of them to be members of the 
Methodist Church. Where either party re- 
fuses tu abide by their judgment, he shall be 
brought to trial, and, if he fail to show suf- 
ficient cause for such refusal, expelled, Re- 
fusal to refer such matvers to arbitration, or 
going tolaw with another member before 
these measures are taken, unless it be shown 
that the case is of such a nature as to require 
and justify a process of law, is likewise made 
a cause for expulsion. Frauds and dishonest 
insolvencies are likewise sternly reproved, 
and preachers are required not to suffer _ 
body guilty under those heads to remain in 
the Chureh. Then. to prevent scandal, when 
a member falls in business. or contracts debts 
he is unable to pay, two or three judicious 
members are to examine the accounts, 
contracts, and circumstances of the case. 

the aforesaid judicious members 
think he has béhaved dishonestly, or bor- 
rowed money without a probability of pay- 
ing, he is to be brought to trial, and, if found 
guilty, expelled. 

Such are some of the rules of conduct 
prescribed by the Book of Discipline, the 
presupposed observance of which is looked 
upon as distinguishing Methodists, not from 
the faithful members of other Churches, but 
from those irreligious persons who are out- 
side of the pale of any denomination.

METHODISM. 

THE GREAT ECUMENICAL CONFERENCE OF 
ALL THE BRANCHES OF WESLEYISM. 
London Times. 

The Pan-Anglican Synods at Lambeth 
probably suggested the Methodist Ecumen- 
leal Conference which is in session at the 
City-Road Wesleyan Chapel. The confer- 
ence is, however, at once narrower and 
deeper in its bases than the synod. In prac- 
ice the heads of Episcopal churehes find 
their prerogative continually more and more 

limited, 

Yet there is a sense in which this confer- 
ence is, through the very modesty of its in- 
tention, more instructive than any Pan- 
Anglican Synod could be. Bishops in the 
Church of England, as in the Churches of 
Rome and the East, form an order by them- 
selves essentially separate from the rest of 
their fellow-churchmen. The relation of the 
Bishop to ‘his flock is, by virtue of his 
office, one Which ‘exéjides” identity. Least 
ofall could the views of the whole body 
of churchmen in a transatlantic dio- 
cese be reflected, except in the most 
indirect degree, in the decisions of an inter- 
national congress, through the infinitesimal 

rticipation of its Bishop in its work. A 

ethodist Ecumenical Conference is noth- 
ing but a Methodist national conference on a 
larger scale, A Methodist yearly conference 
is only an extension of the principle of the 
district periodical conventions down to that 
which is their final unit and model, Each 
successive phase of Methodist life has 
its different functions according to its 
different circumstances of locality, time, 
and need. All have had a general char- 
acter and foundation of resemblance since 
Wesley created his marvelous organism. 
Every church supposes that its adherents 
have entered into a species of frankpledge. 
They are mutually answerable for one an- 
other’s loyaity to the common faith. Wesley 
and Whitefield considered, not without 
ground, in the last century that the society 
to which English churchmen belonged 
was not taking sufficient pains to remind 
them of the engagement in which they 
had entered. They commenced by 
hoping to shame the leaders of the 
Church into executing their mission with 
fiery earnesthess. When they failed in re- 
animating the shepherds they confined their 
efforts to the sheep. The older dissenters 
from the Church had ‘acted in the same way. 
Beginning with rebellion against prelacy, 
they had constructed societies on a model of 
close religious intimacy and habitual com- 
parison of religious growth. The peculiar- 
ity of Methodism js thatit did not begin 
with revolt against Episcopalian forms. It 
strove at first only to quicken their effioiency 
for restoring the sense of Christian obliga- 
tion. When ureh ordinances were 
made no longer available as a frame- 
work for its operations, it Was- co led te 
substitute or sees of its oon. Not hav- 
ing been originally hostile to the Church, it 
had to fashion its institutions in a manner 
which should allow them to be coextensive 
with the Church they were designed to in- 
svire and awaken. The features of Congre- 
gutionalism had no place in such a plan. Al- 
though necessity or convenience has diversi- 
fied exceedingly the institutions of the many 
branches of Methodism in this and other 
countries, substantial unity is preserved by 
the indissoluble permanence of the weekly 
class-meeting. ‘The Ecumenical Conference 
will present a spectacle of imposing variety 
with its Bishops, its negroes, and its dele- 
ges of Continental chapels; at bottom it is 
a monster elass- meeting, assembled to pray, 
and confess, and hear confessions, and to col- 
lect subseriptions for the more speedy distri- 
bution of the rest of mankind into 
weekly classes. Its discussions may 
not be very brilliant, or even 
enlightening to the general public. No en- 
eyclicals will issue from it for the govern- 
ment of the several Methydist communities. 
On the other hand, the temper of its deliber- 
ations, and the directions they spontaneous- 
ly take, will teach those who have the key 
to the language in which 0 couched 
as.much of the prospects of Methodism oa 
both sides of the Atlantic as if they had 
traveled in person through the whole Metho- 
dist world. 

Methodism was never more prosperous 
than now since its early militant stage. Yet 
it possesses fewor none of the qualities 
which promote success in a creed. It can, 
indeed, searcely be said to havea creed. Its 
ereed is the creed of the Church of England; 
and of the Church of Engiand it is no longer 
a part. Even in liturgy multitudes of its 
members concur with the Church. For the 
parallel progress of . Congregatonalism 
cause can easily be found. More or 
less historical as are its points 
of disagreement with the Church, 
they are not altogether obsolete. There 
might be thought to be much which is in- 
vigorating and agreeable to some tastes in 
the assertion of oe independence. The 
true explanation of happy condition of 
the two bodies is, perhaps, the same. The 
independence of congregations in a Congre- 
gational denomination does not cary them 
into very marked discrepancies. The hierar- 
chieal system of Methodism presses much 
more heavily on the ministers than on the 
lay leaders. Both in Methodism 
and in Congregationalism the at- 
traction is in the constant sub- 
jection of the soul to inspection. To many 
minds the obligation to give a categorical ac- 
count of the faith that is in them is not the 
less repulsive that it is bartered for as full 
an exposition of the faith ot a neighbor. 
Generally these minds are not of the kind to 
make their home in the ranks, whether of 
Methodism or of Congregationalism. Yet 
even to some such there is a facination in the 
struggle to reserve undetected recesses 
of religious emotion in the face of an 
arrogated right to order the _ secret 
chamber to be unlocked. Without count- 
ing them, there is an abundance of other good 
and sincere Christians who have no false 
shame about confessing their shortcomings, 
and who derive encouragement and comfort 
from the confessions of others. There is no 
occasion to accuse them of the coarser mo- 
tives of spiritual pride and morbid curiosity. 
Those vices are the corruption to which ail 
tightening of bond of religious affinity is 
naturally ex . Theinstinet from which 
the movement arises is the natural human 
craving for a more intimate spiritual 
companionship, When it does not re- 
veal its nobler it Still 
monly produces a feeling of fraternity 
and fellowship of a sort, though not highly 
transcendental heroic, by no means un-

whe Sort of Picnic They Have in At- 


tacking Bandits. 

To preserye the Emperor's peace throughout 
the realm the principal agents are the police- 
men attached to the tribunais, small and great, 
who are known by their red robes, their high 
biack caps, and the official pheasant feather sur- 
mounting their heads like a horn. A mere 
magistrate will preside over a score of these 
picturesque alguazils, while the yamun of a 
Prefect or a Criminal Inspector contains fifty 
or more armed Constables, some of whom act as 


jutiers and beadsmen in case of need. 

The policemen, the actual Constables, are di- 
vided into privates, and Sergeants. They are 
sheltered in a magistrate’s yamun, if bache- 
lors; but, if married, they often inbabit a but 
within the compound of their superior’s dwell- 
ing. They eat rice andameions at the charge of 
the Province, and they receive a very small 
monthly payment, enough to buy tobacco 
and opium, should their chief not em- 
bezzlie it on the road. But for this 
the easant-plumed care little; their 
dependence is on bribery, and where 
denunciation may cause ruin, and must cause 
annoyance, no spy need despair of a comforta- 
bie living. Curiously enough, the police extort 
less from the rich than from the poor. Tocrush 
a wealthy man is not such an easy task as in 
Mussulman countries, and justice grows gentle 
as she mounts the social ladder. Even some 
great mandarin, when degraded for some of- 
fense, is not so barshly used as a Turk or Persian 
of corresponding rank would be by his Prince. 

The pheasant-piumed constabulary are quite 
capable of controlling moos and arresting the 
small fry of rascaidom, but they are mere 
mousing owils, quite unfit to hawk at such noble 
game as the Kouan-kouen, or bandits. For this 
purpose either a band ot braves must be hired 
ut the expense of the provincial treasury, or the 
regular forces of the Government must be 
employed. Most of the Kouan-kouen have 
to take refuge amoug the huge swamps, 
natural fastvesses which abound in almost every 
province, where they erect their roiniature 
stockude of bamboo. build wattled buts, and 
dig deep trenches around the little camp. Only 
the fowlers and tishermen ever penetrate these 
tungied morasses, guarded by fever and fathom- 
less quicksands; and with these poor men the 
Kouan-kouen stand well, paying liberaily 
for provisions, salt, gunpowder, and news. 
The magistrates would never ven- 
ture a force among the quag- 
wires without proper guidance. - threats 
and promises, by the exhibition of a little 
money and plenty of stick, they induce some of 
the tishers to pilot the column through the 
labyrinth of mud and waters; and an imposing 
aspect dues that company present.

observance to which they have been accus- 


tomed. Many of the shops are open—not 
merely saloons, but barber-shops, meat- 
markets, grocery stores, and others; the 
street-cars are thronged with people; num- 
bers of hacks are to be seen at their accus- 
tomed stands; the parks are filled with 
pleasure-seekers; during the summer 
season there are unending picnics; 
and the theatres, with hardly an ex- 
ception, are open, and as well visited 
on Sunday night as at any week day per- 
formance, and numbers of the little street 
businesses go on just about as usual. The 
wholesale stores are closed, and most of the 
retail ones down town, but in many respects 
itis impossible for these visitors to see the 
difference between a Sabbath day and a week 
day. Seeing this, they are inclined to ques- 
tion whether there are any laws upon the 
statute-books which enforce a Sunday ob- 
servance. 
THERE ARE SUCH LAWS, 
and the object of the present article is to 
state briefly in what respects in the past and 
at present, so far as legislation is concerned, 
Sunday is made to differ from the other days 
of the week. While these laws exist, and 
have for a long time done so, no effort has 
been made in Chicago to enforce them ex- 
cept weakly as regards theatrical perform- 
ances, and more urgently as regards the clos- 
ing of saloons. he controversy on that 
E however, it is unn to refer to. 
t is an old and long-fought battle. The 
rigid enforcement of the Sunday laws has 
been tried elsewhere at a com tively re- 
cent period—in Cincinnati, only a few 
days ago at Indianapolis—and it is under- 
stood that a move will be made within. a 
short time in this city to attempt to secure 
an absolute enforcement of the provisions on 
the subject in the State laws, which have 
long slumbered in forgetfulness. 
THE FIRST LAW 

on the subject of Sunday observance 18 
tound in Nathaniel Pope’s revision in 1815 
of the laws of Illinois Territory. It was 
passed in 1807, and is as follows: 

If any person shall be found. reveling, 
fighting, or quarreling, doing or performing 
any worldly employment or business what- 
soever, on the first day of the week, com- 
monly called Sunday (works of necessity or 
charity only excepted), or shall use or prac- 
tice any unlawful game, sport. or diversion 
whatsoever, or shall be found hunting or 
shooting on the said day, and be convicted 
thereof, every such person so offending shall 
for every such offense forfeit and pay a sum 
not 1 $2, nor less than 50 cents, to 
be levied by istress; orin case such person 
being a male shall refuse or neglect pay 
the said sum, or goods or chattels cannot be 
found whereof to levy the same by dist 
he shall be committed to the charge o 
one of the Supervisors of the Highways 
in the township wherein. the offense 
was committed, to be kept at hard labor for 
the space of two days; provided alwa 
that nothing herein contained shall 
construed to hinder watermen from land- 
ing their passengers, or ferrymen from en- 
rying over the water travelers, or persons 
removiug with their families, on the first day 
of the week, commonly called wy 09 

The stringency of this law was due In great 
part to the character of the 2 The 
earlier settlers of 3 were div ded. into 


three classes: I. re- 
ligious, God-fea people from the South, 
who were strict in Sabbath observance; the 
second of persons from New England, n- 
syivania, and New York, equally so; and the 
third of the rougher, coarser set from the 
South, who werein the habit of spending 
their Sundays as a day of amusement—in 
hunting, fishing, horse-racing, or similar 
sports. They did so in Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky when Peter Cartright was preach 
the Gospel In those States, and they carri 
these practices with them to Illinois. Grad- 
ually these rougher classes were elbowed 
out of the way. By the act of 1519 the fine is 
fixed at $2in every it delſk deemed tbo 
cheap to let any man off for 50 cents. In the 
same sentence, by an odd mistake, the word 
* reveling’? is made to read “ rebelling.” 
Two years later the fine was raised to $3. 
Evidently Sabbath-breaking must have been 
on the increase. 

By the law of 1807 any person swearing, or 
guilty of other disorderly behavior before a 
congregation assembled for divine worship, 
was liable to a fine of $3, and this fine by the 
laws of 1819 and 1821 was to be not less than 
$3 nor more than $10, 

THE PROVISION IN RELATION TO TIPPLING- 

HOUSES 

first appears in the revision of 1827, and was 
borrowed by Judge Lockwood from the laws 
of Georgia. It provides that any one guilty 
of open lewdness, etc., or who shall keep 
open any tippling-house on the Sabpath day 
or night, etc., should on -conviction be fined 
not exceeding $100 or imprisoned not exceed- 
ing six months. 

At that time the tippling-house was not 
what it now is. There were then no distinct 
and separate saloons. Every ery store 
kept liquor, andthe distinction between wet 
and dry groceries had much more meaning 
then than it possesses pow. No grocery had its 
distinct bar, but a man bought his drink over 
the counter if he wanted to, though that was 
customary only among the lowest grade of 
loungers. Liquor was in such universal use, 
and the settlements so scattered, that people 
generally bought their liquor by the bottle or 
by demljohn. 

CAMP-MEETINGS. 

In 1829 the follow provision, known as 
the Camp-meeting act, was enacted: 

Any person who shall by menace, pro- 
fane swearing, vul language, or any dis- 
orderly or immoral conduct interrupt and

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body had a right to assemble, 
lish their own forms or rules of 
order, and that anything which infracted 
those rules made to govera a worshi 
congregation, the law made ah 
meanor, and, therefore. those who. trans 
gressed them were punishable by the law. 
This rigid enforcement of the statute had an 
excellent effect, and helped materially to pus 
a stop to the rowdyish practices which 
existed so long at camp-meetings.

How a Chicago-Cured Ham Struck a 
New York Party,

New York, Sept. 15.—It is striking 1 on 
the Bowery, and a dark and rainy night. 
The naphtha lamps flare smokily over the 
sleepy venders of oysters and fruit, and a 
few hoarse cries come from an obscure cor- 
ner where a party of negroes sit round a hot- 
corn boiler at the juncture of the Bowery 
and Chatham Square. The elevated trains 
go swishing through the air enveloped in a 
mist of heat, and fog, and rain, through 
which their lights shine out unexpectedly. 
itis altogether an uncanny night, and asl 
turn off down Chatham Square it seems as if 
leaving the naphtha lamps was leaving a 
friend, 

Down this avenue a few rods one comes to 
a dirty, obscure alley “called Mott street, 
given over to the lowest inhabitants of this 
great city. Awful crimes and great criminals 
have had their birth in this crooked, wreteh- 
ed passage, and of late years it has become 
the favorit haunt of thousands of Chinamen. 
The miserable, tumble-down houses are 
closed at this hour; but occasionally from a 
blind alley or slinking from a partly opened 
door some mysterious person is seen for an 
instant, and then vanishes in the darkness 
and the fog. About half a block down I 
pause before-a dismal little ramshackle tene- 
ment whose broad eellar-dgor dewn a dozen 
trembling steps is made o ugh oaken bars 
through which comes a faint—a very fannt 
ray of light. 

There’s a knock; and then, silence; a sec- 
ond knock, and a third; the ray of light dis- 
appears at the first knock, but at the third, 
from the darkness behind the bars, I heara 
thick voice asking, “Who there?“ and make 
an answer according to my instructions, 

It is satisfactory; the door opens, and I 
grope down to the side of Sing Sah, as re- 
pulsive a Celestial as ever bad his eyes put 
in on the bias. The cellar is fat down, but 
the floor and the ceiling are not eight feet 
apart when you get there. It is about fif- 
teen feet wide, and three times as deep. I 
find myself standing in a close, small room, 
with partitions of dingy curtains each side 
that form an alley, through which I pass. 
At the end is a low door on one side, and a 
tarnished gilded Josh sitting eross-legged 
between a variety of paper spills and fantas- 
tic ornaments on a little shelfon the other. 
Under him is a small table, on which a dim 
oil-lamp stands, affording all the light I have 
seen since the oaken door was securely 
barred behind me. 

I push aside the rag of a curtain hanging 
before the little door und enter the long, low 
room beyond. The ceiling above my head is 
covered with cloth that has once perhaps 
been white. Several large reddish blotches 
suggest thatin the room above there may pe 
some sanguinary transaction that is leaking 
out. There is not a window nor an air-hole 
in this squalid little den, but builded about 
three sides of it is a platform raised from the 
dark and damp floor about three feet. This 
platform is covered with straw matting and 
furnished with odd little stools, narrow, not 
more than a foot long and about a foot high, 
with a pad upon the top. 

Lying about on this Platform, as my eyes 
become used to the obscurity of the place, I 
count tourteen figures—they are all drawn 
up, lying on their sides with one of the little 
stools under their left ears. Each person 
has in front of him asmall tray on which Is 
a glass saucer with a sponge, a queer little 
oil lamp that has a glass petticoat coming up 
about the neck of the weak flame and caus- 
ing it to burn steadily, and a tiny clamshell 
in whieh is about a teaspoonful of some- 
thing like thick and black molasses. 

The yellow streak of light falls upon the 
fourteen faces, and 1 feel a sickening chill 
creep up my spinal colamn and stir the very 
hair on my head, as I am initiated into the 
mysteries and miseries of an opium joint.” 
But 1 betray no disgust, though the heat is 
stifling and the air reeking with the fumes of 
opiam and the vile odors of the place. 

Do you suppose I was in the presence of 
fourteen heathen Chinee of whom such 

brutishness might be expected? No; there 
are but two Celestials in the crowd; the 
other twelve are Americans; three of them 
belong to the theatrical profession, and, 
Heaven save my sex !twoof them are women. 
One isa wealthy woman, owning her own 
house on Forty-second street, who had been 
smoking steadily since 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon—the other a young and pretty creat- 
ure of five-and-twenty, whose husband is 
the clerk of a hotel at Coney Island, and who, 
coming to town at night and missing her at 
her boarding-house, goes as a matter of 
course down to Sing Sah’s and waits till she 
dresses to go home. 

Dresses? Yes; tor all she has on as she 
lies there is an under petticot, an unbut- 
toned dressing sacque, and her stockings. 
The men about her are all in undershirts. 
pantaloons, and socks. The young man who 
has piloted me to this place is a well-known 
actor and an habitué of the “joint.” He is 
known in the parlance of the smokers as an 
“opium fiend ”’—one given over to its use. 
He calis to Sing Sah in the subdued tone 
peculiar to the inmates of this den to bring 
him four bits dope.“ 

The Chinaman appears under the ray of a 
curtain with a tray and kit such as the other 

fourteen have, and my escort pulls off coat, 
vest, collar, and shirt, and deposits them on 
another row of bunks at the end of the 
room, kicks off his shoes, throws himself on 
the matting, and begins to “cook” his 
opium.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened steady. but with concéssions 
on the Granger stocks, Wabash, Union Pacific, 
and Denver. Subsequently a rumor that the 
railroad war had been settled was put into cir- 
culation. This bad just enough respectability 
in its parentage to give the market a decided 
up turn. It was promptly denied, but the 
denial was qualified by the statement that, 
though not settled, the war was in a stage 
where it might be brought toan end at a mo- 
ment’s notice. But when it was added to this that 
the other roads were waiting for Vanderbilt to 
make the concessions, hopes of peace died away 
again. This disappointment and the bad news 
about the President gave the market a down- 
ward movement at the end, and it closed at only 
a fractional improvement over the lowest prices 
or the day. 

Insiders appeared to be marketing their West- 

Union, but it was also reported that those 
who sold at 92 were buying,and that there were 
other good buyers. 

Pullman was 130 bid and 135 asked. The rights 
were 5 bid and 9 asked. 

Dr. Norvin Green insists that the earnings of 
the Western Union are larger than the sum re- 
quired for the payment of the dividends and 
fixed charges. He says: “ The dividend receipts 
from companies which we control are as legit- 
imately revenues ot the company as if the divi- 
dends were paid in money. We have sold stock 
of these companies; but today we hoid more 
stock in them than at the time of the last an- 
nual statement; more than at the time of the 
eonsolidation, and more than at the time of 
taking testimony in the injunction suits. More- 
over, their market value is greater now than at 
any of these times, so that the assets of this com- 
pany have absolutely increased since the last 
annual report was made. The earnings of the 
company for actual telegraph business have 
been for two months of this quarter at the rate 
of 10 per cent a year, and for the whole quarter 
will exceed probably 9 per cent a year.“ 

Michigan Central, it is claimed in New York, 
will show net earnings of $500,000 less than for 
the corresponding quarter of last year. In other 
words, the company is running behind $150,000 a 
month, and wilt be about $100,000 behind its 
fixed charges. Lake Shore is said not to have 
earned more than $300,000 net for the qu arter. 

The approximate earnings of the St. Paul, 
Minnesota & Manitoba Railway for the first week 
in September were $115,1lil—an increase over 
last year of 858.814. The Union Pacilic earnings 
for the first thirteen days of September were

A member of the Board of Trade desires it to 
be noted that there is a very sufficient reason in 
our markets for small arrivals of wheat, no 
matter how much there may be in the 
country: The premium here on futures 
pays well tor carrying in the country, where 
storage does not accumulate at the rate of 4c 
per bu every ten days. A premium of 4c for 
carrying from now to Nov. 1 pays well even in 
Chicago, and people who can get so much for 
holding in the country are not likely be in a 
burry to send the grain in now. 

The daily records of the Board of Trade show 
that since the close of August we have received 
in Chicago 219,302 bris flour, against 112,470 bris 
for the same time last year. That is the equiva- 
lent of 480,000 bu wheat received in the shape 
of four over and above the quantity received 
last year, or a rate of about 835,000 bu for the 
entire month. Yet with this large increase in 
the movement there is very little flour offering. 
The mills are toa extent working on 
orders which enable m to pay prices for 
wheat in the country that compare favorably 
with our owa. Here is another reason for 
light receipts of wheat in this city. At the rate 
of which the production of flour has increased 
recently there will soon be little room left for 


‘wheat in the berry here or in Milwaukee, and 


very little of the grain wanted by foreign 
millers, as they now compete ata disadvantage 
with their American rivals.

SOUTH WATER STREET. 


Vesterday’s Fruit Supply-A Scarcity 
Followed by a Glut. 

Saturday on South Market street is always the 
big day of the week. This was especially true 
of the great marketing emporium  yester- 
day. Beginning with the early morning 
visit of the thrifty greengrocer, a 
perpetual stream of humanity surged through 
the crowded thoroughfare, deftly pickmt their 
way among the piles of boxes, baskets, crates, 
barreis, and tubs which incumbered the side- 
walks on either side of the street, and stopping 
now and then to discuss the quality of the ex- 

wares, and the amount ot money required 
to effect a transfer of the property. esterday’s 
receipts were really 
THOSE OF TWO DAYS, 
the rainy weather of Thursday having so inter- 
fered with the picking of fruit in the country as 
to very materially reduce the receipts Friday. 
The accumulated product turned up 7 — 1 
however, and the dealers found their bands full 
Friday there was scarcely a peachin the mar- 
ket. Yesterday the sidewalks were lined with 
the luscious fruit; to say nothing of ars, 
grapes, and other luxuries which were piled up 
bere and there iu almost endless confusion. 
An accident for which nothing but the wind- 
regulator was responsible put off the heaviest 
trading until late in the morning and carried it 
along all the afternoon. The unfavorable wind 
on the lake early yesterday morumg impeded 
the progress of the fruit-laden vessels, and 
made them several bours late in getting ia. 
Long before their arrival the retail grocers 
turned up, clamoring for goods and in baste to 
return to their several places of business and 
supply their customers. But the boats didn’t 
come in, and the grovers became more im- 
patient, and in the end they were compelled to 
strip the market of its then scant supplies and 
drive homewards with what they had been able 
to get. When the vessels landed at the docks, 
however, and began rapidly to unload their car- 
the market was soon gilutted, and the 
South Water street, dealers had oneof the 
biggest rushes 0 season. Prices 
were high Bent ys in all conscience, and 
et each particular dealer smiled bis sweetest as 

e endeav to persuade the timid customer 
that, owing to the phenomenally large supply. 
it was probably the cheapest day of the season. 
This powerful reasoning had its effect, and the 
feur that prices might go altogether outof sigbt 
another time helped the dealers to ciean out 
their glutted stocks at prices which ought to en- 
able some of them to retire permanently from 
business. But they won't, and for the Anny sim- 
ple reason that, having a good thing, and know- 
ing it, they propose-to boid on to it. They would 
be foots if they didn’t; and whatever else may 
be said of the South Water street commission 
men, it cannot be said that they are fouls. 

PEACHES AT WHOLESALE YESTERDAY 
ranged from 75 cents to $l, the latter figure 
representing the cost of the larger baskets full 
of the rich, ripe fruit. The 75-cent baskets, as 
one dealer regretfully stated, would have 
brought $1 Friday if he could only bave had 
them to sell, while the $1 baskets would have 
gone off like hot cakes at $1.25. But alas! they 
dida’t get here in time, and the result was that 
the dealer had 2% cents the worst, and the cus- 
tomer 25 cents the best, of it.

PARNELL’S NEW PROGRAM. 


Foolish Scheme of Irish Secession and 
Rebellien. 
New York Herald. 

It is dificult to believe that Mr. Parnell is 
serious in asking the Irish people to unite 
with hin in the agitation of propositions as ex- 
travagant as sume of those he has presented. 
Take, for instance, his claim of national self- 
government for Ireland. If it could be pos- 
sible for Ireland to have an independent na- 
tional existance it would be a gratification, 
not only to the people themselves, but to all 
who believe in self-government. Bat politi- 
cal leaders must look at facts, not dreams. 
The fact is that Ireland isan important part 
of a great“empire—as much apart of Great 
Britain as South Carolina ts of the United 
States. England would as soon consent to 
the independence of Ireland as America to 
the secession of South Carolina. This is a 
question that is governed by considerations of 
high national safety. England knows that if 
Ireland were free tomorrow she would become 
the ally or the tool of any Continental Pow er 
that chose to make war upon the Crown. 
She knows there is a large portion of 
the Irish ple—the thrifty, — — 
trious class in the north es —who 
would regard secession from F —— as an 
unspeakable calamity and , resist it to 
civil war. She feels as much pride in the in- 
tegrity of her empire as we do in the in 
rity of our republic. For Irishmen in 
America, therefore, to contribute money to 
support so dreamy and hope ＋ an agitation 
is worse than folly. it is extravagance, 
waste, encouragement 1 sedition and disor- 
der at home. What rishmen should de 
mand is that they should have the same lib- 
erty in home affairs as New York and South 
Carolina one under our Federal Constitu- 
tion. tation for this would be prac- 
tical and 1 — There is no doubt that if 
lrishmen patriotically zealously press 
these reforms upon thie attention of the Brit- 
ish. Government other beneficial measures 
will follow the passage of the Land bill. 

It is difficult also to see how any agitation 
can be seriously conducted upon the theory 
of Mr. Parnell in reference to landlords. 
His position, as we understand it, is Com- 
munism in its worst form. The right of a 
man to property in land under any decent, 
orderly government is as sacred as his right 
to anything else which he has earned by his 
skill or his 1 The power to deprive 
a landlord of his lands today would deprive 
the tiller who succeeded him of the same 
land tomorrow if a new Parngl!l should arise 
and conduct a successful agitation. Mr. 
Parnell cannot follow this line of advance 
without leading his party into inextricable 
difficulties, and arraying inst his cause 
the common sense of mankind. He shows 
himself to be a political crank ”’ of fan- 
tastic flighty order, when he seriously asks 
Americans to give him money for the de- 
struction of the landlord’s right to his prop- 
erty in land. The proposal to revive Irish 
industries is salu aud proper, likewise 
the suggestion that Irishmen shall only wear 
articles of Irish manufacture. Of this no 
one can complain. If Mr. Parnell can teach 
his people to be self-reliant and enterprising; 
to build mills, make eloth stuffs, and develop 
the resources of their country, he will do 
them a great benefit. 

So far as Mr. Parnell’s new movement 
looks to testing the benefits of the Land bill, 
assisting the tenantsin the maintenance of 
their rights, and so far as it encourages Irish 
industry and the revival of Irish manufact- 
ures, it is commendable. But these are ony 
minor parts of the new program. The real 
policy is to agitate burning, passionate ques- 
tions which make men angry and lead to 
continued ill-feeling between the peo 

le and the Government. To do this 

e looks. to America for money. 
We certainly think that Irishmen 
in America have done enough for their coun- 
try, enough for the amelioration of the peo- 
ple, enough for political movements, with- 
out being called upon to subscribe to these 
inad and fantastic enterprises. Let our Irish 
friends keep their money at home and use it 
* better purposes than fanning discontent. 

Let them wait until they see the effects of 
the operation of the Land bill. Let them fol- 
low the advice of Archbishop Croke, ad 
tinguished prelate of ye agg = ereh 
who took a prominent part in the Land 
League and whose words are certainly en- 
titled to patient consideration and respect. 
Let them listen to the counsel of Sir Charles 
Gavan Duffy. who was a distinguished lead- 
er in Ireland before Parnell was born—the 
companion, the friend, and counselor of 
0’Connell—who sees in the Land bill a hope- 
ful future for his native land. 


CHINESE OFFICIAL LIFE. 


Memorialsand Decrees About Temples 
to Brigadiers, Monors te Faithful 
Lovers, and Houses of Detention. 
The following extracts from recent issues 

of the Pekin Gazette, the Chinese official 

journal, will give a fair idea of the usual 
contents of that venerable paper: 

The Imperial Clan Court solicit instruc- 
tions as to whether Tsai Ho, a noble of the 
imperial lineage, twelfth in the line of de- 
scent, who has recently been cashiered, shall 
retain this titie or lose it. Tsai Ho is per- 
— to retain his title of Fengen Chiang- 
chin. 

‘Tne Governor of Anhul calls attention to 
the plethora of expectant officials awaiting 
employment in that province, and prays 
that no more be sent forward for a time. 
The establishment of the purchase sys- 
tem at the close of the rebellion resulted 
in a rush of aspirants for office which has 
increased the class of expectant officials many 
fold. Some twenty officials, more or less, 
come to the Province of Anhul every month 
to await employment. Exclusive of three 
Taotais, who are appointed by special de- 
cree, there are in the province something 
over seventy posts of prefectures, sub-pre- 
fectures, departments, and districts, for 
which there are considerably over 200 aspir- 
ants. There are also 166 minor posts with 
over 700 aspirants. Memorial from 1 Gov- 
ernor of Kuangsi, denouncing the magis- 
trate of the Chao-p’ing district in that prov- 
ince, under the following circumstances:

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 16.—When the 
Omaha Indians visited the Secretary of the In+ 
terior some time ago, he asked them why they 
did not more willingly assume the habits and 
conditions of civilized life, and was told in re- 
ply that, until they weré granted patents for 
their lands, they did not feel safe iu their in- 
heritance, but expected to be told to move ou 
at a moment's notice. They were situated, they 
said, directly in the line of march of civilization 
and could not—judging by the expertence of 
their brethren—expect to be unmolested. The 
Secretary then promised them that he would do 
what he could to have a law this winter 
which will give them patents for their lands. 
He is in favor of making their titles to these 
lands inalienable forever, and believes that such 
a course on the part of the Government will do 
mueh toward making good citizens of these In-
